The Land Use group will consist of the 
entire planning board, and representatives 
from the Conservation Commission, Histor- 
ical Commission, Development and Hous- 
ing Commission, Housing Authority, Zoning 
Board of Appeals, Chamber of Commerce, 
and local developers and realtors. 

Housing, Business and Industrial Devel- 
opment will be the focus of planner Paul 
Curley and representatives of the Cons- 
Comm, Development and Industrial Com- 
mission, Housing Authority, Design 
Advisory Group, Historical Commission, 
Council on Agin, Chamber of Commerce, 
and local realtors, industries and building 
contractors. 

Planner Jerry Greer will serve on the 
Public Safety and Health Task Force, along 
with representatives of the Board of 
Health, Traffic and Safety Advisory Com 
mittee, Police and Fire departments 
School committee, Community Services 
Committee, Community Watch Committee 
and Andover Recycling, Inc 

Schools and Community Services will be 
Studied by planner George Moran and rep- 
resentatives from the School Committee, 
Community Services, COA, Memorial Hall 
Library trustees, School Building Commit- 
tee, Building Maintenance Advisory Com- 
mittee and Andover Education Association

High School Principal Mary Athey Jen- 
nings told the school committee Tuesday 
night she is concerned about heating and 
ventilation, the level of custodial services, 
the reduced amount of supplies and materi- 
als and the equipment budget at the high 
school. 

But she gave an encouraging report on 
the school’s progress towards meeting sev- 
eral recommendations for improvement 
last given by the New England Association 
of Schools and Colleges Commission on 
Public Schools. The Association in 1981 
granted a five-year accreditation te And- 
over High with the expectation that the high 
school will follow-up on recommendations 
given. 

Jennings noted concerns that have surfac- 
ed within the last year: supplies and 
materials at the high school have been cut 
60 percent; the equipment budget has been 
cut to zero; two custodians have been cut, 
even though floor space at the school has 
increased. She is not pleased with the ap- 
pearance of the building; heating and venti- 
lation problems over the past several years 
have caused the moving of teachers and 
students out of certain rooms because of 
cold temperatures; construction at the high 
school has taken time away from other 
projects custodians and the principal are 
involved with 

The high school, however, has made pro- 
gress on meeting recommendations sug- 
gested by the New England Association of

A dynamic Clean-a-thon, sponsored by local sup- 
porters of the Campaign to Save the Bottle Bill 
swept through Andover last week, climaxing their 
effort with all-day operations behind Town Hall on 
Saturday.

The town of Andover has accumulated almost $4,000,000 in free 
cash or unspent monies. This year, the communities can use free cash 
to reduce property taxes.

“Free cash’ is not free. It is money 
collected from our taxes over the years. 
The Board of Selectmen andthe Finance 
Committee recommend to the Town Meet- 
ing which, in turn, decides how that money 
will be spent. This is a local government 
issue, not a state government issue. The 
decision how to use the money should re- 
main a local one. Free cash is quickly 
becoming a dwindling resource for commu- 
nities. In the past, at the close of Town 
Meeting it has been voted to use a portion of 
the free cash to lower the impact on the tax 
rate as a result of increased spending by the 
Town Meeting. Now, however, our tax in- 
come is somewhat frozen. Free cash will 
increasingly be used for long term capital 
expenditures. I personally feel a portion of 
the free cash should be used to offset a 
destabilizing tax rate. However, the deci- 
Sion of how much will be used, if any, is a 
decision for the Selectmen and the voters at 
the Town Meeting.’’

Yes, I believe that Andover’s $3.87 milion 
in free cash should be used for albeit one- 
shot property tax relief especially since the 
town’s surplus revenue account showed a 
June 30, 1982 balance of $5 million. 

This is, after all, taxpayers’ money which 
has been accumulated by town officials as a 
consequence of a deliberate long-standing 
policy of over-taxation. It’s ‘‘return’’ to 
taxpayers, however, is a local decision to be 
made ultimately by town meeting and its 
members—each and every town voter. 

There is an article in every annual town 
meeting warrant which calls for a vote on 
that amount in free cash which the asses- 
sors will be authorized to use in reducing 
the tax rate. The ammount used is almost 
without exception that which is recom- 
mended by the finance committee and 
board of selectmen 

Questions concerning free cash such as 
what it is, how it comes about, how and 
when it may be used, how much can or 
should be used, therefore, must be directed 
to and answered by town officials, partic- 
ularly the Andover board of selectmen and 
the finance committee. 

The only possible state legislative roles 
that I can conceive of being played with 
regard to free cash might be in (1) restrict- 
ing by statute the accumulation of free cash 
to be retained to a percentage of either the 
tax levy or the general fund operating bud- 
get, and (2) requiring publication of free 
cash information. I do not believe that ei- 
ther is necessary or appropriate for state 
legislative action at this time since among 
other things, I doubt that very many Massa- 
chusetts’ cities or towns enjoy anything 
resembling Andover’s enviable free cash 
position.

“This is an appropriate question to ask a 
candidate for local office. To ask me this 
question implies that a state legislator 
should have decision-making power over 
town finances. My goal as legislator would 
be to increase, not decrease, home rule and 
the degree to which Andover can manage 
its fiseal affairs. 


‘Since I would not presume to tell the 
town how this free cash should be spent, I 
will offer some general observations as a 
citizen interested in town finances. A 20 
percent reduction in property taxes sounds 
attractive. To achieve this Andover would 
have to spend down to its last dollar. Good 
management dictates that a reasonable 
amount of free cash be available in any $30,- 
000,000 operation. A community which oper- 
ates with no reserve has to borrow at high 
interest rates to cover emergencies, com- 
pounding its problems in more ways than 
one 


“This year, through a combination of 
good planning and circumstances, Andover 
has accumulated an unusually large sum of 
free cash. certainly some portion of this 
money will be appropriated to offset prop- 
erty taxes.

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Conflicting Views On Gravel Pit 


Leads To Delay In Permit Grant 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


Developer Yvon Cormier continued to remove gravel from 
the Andover Country Club development at full tilt during the 
summer, abutters told the Board of Selectmen Monday night, 
and the accompanying problems continued as well. 

But according to the town’s building inspector, the devel- 
oper has stayed within his rights at the development, remov- 
ing earth material only from roadway areas. (Under the 
town’s gravel removal bylaw, Cormier does not need a permit 
to remove earth material from roadways, but only from house 
lots. ) 

Those conflicting views of what is happening at the country 
club site led the selectmen to table their review of Cormier’s 
gravel removal permit until Nov. 1. 

The town manager suggested that the building inspector, 
developer's attorney, and neighborhood representatives (in- 
cluding an attorney who is representing some of the neigh- 
bors) meet to iron out their differences about work at the site, 
and then return to the selectmen with a set of recommended 
conditions for the permit. 

Selectman William Dalton emphasized that ‘‘no one has 
voted in favor of a permit tonight.’’ But work will go on at the 
site, as the developer continues excavating in roadway areas. 

One resident was skeptical that the delay would accomplish 
much. Jean Corley of Lowell Street pointed out that nearly 40 
stipulations were placed on Cormier’s original permit, but 
‘somehow were not monitored. What would be the use of 
coming up with new stipulations if they are not going to be 
monitored?”’ 

Cormier appeared before the selectmen at a public hearing 
at Memorial Hall Library, seeking either a renewal of his one- 
year gravel removal permit (first issued in June 1980), or a 
new general removal permit. 

The developer plans to build more than 270 homes on the 
360-acre parcel, which is bounded by Canterbury, Beacon and 
Lowell streets and Chandler Circle. With only a few homes 
now under construction, Cormier has estimated that it will 
take up to 15 years to complete the development, working in 
seven sections. 

Cormier’s plans require leveling much of the hilly site: 
According to his original permit, he will excavate and haul 
away a total of 1,760,000 cubic yards of earth material from 
five sections to complete the development. 

The developer had come before the board in late June, but 
the selectmen delayed renewing his permit to give neighbors 
a summer respite from construction problems. 

Summer, however, offered abutters no relief, several neigh- 
bors said, cataloguing problems they say they have endured 
for the past three years: blowing sand, noise, vibrations, and 
speeding trucks. 

‘There was no change’ during the summer, Andover Atty. 
Reginald Marden, representing some of the neighbors, said. 
‘He kept going full speed ahead. And there was no permit at 
that time.”

Ellen Zipeto of Canterbury Street said that construction 
noise usually begins at 7 a.m., disturbing the neighbors, and 
asked for a later starting time — especially on Saturdays. 
Terms of the permit forbid gravel removal on Saturdays. 

Fosse told the board that there is no excavation on Satur- 
days, but construction crews do ‘‘work the land.”’ 

Zipeto also requested that a gate at the end of Canterbury 
Street at Beacon Sreet be locked, as it has been in the past, to 
keep out traffic. 

And Therese Reid of Canterbury Street said she was fright- 
ened recently by dynamite blasting at the development, done 
with no notice to the neighbors.

what everyone has to say, collect informa- 
tion and evaluate it,” later adding, ‘‘Noth- 
ing is cast in stone.”’ 

During a selectmen’s meeting Monday 
night, Town Manager Kenneth Mahony said 
town officials had ‘‘received no commu- 
nication from the state’ concerning the 
proposal. 

Donald Stoddard, regional forest and 
parks supervisor for the DEM, said 
Johnstone first approached the state with 
his proposal in February 1981, and serious 
discussions began this April. 

“We are trying to come up with ways to 
utilize state property more completely,”’ 
Stoddard said. Explaining that more than 
700,000 people live within a ten-mile radius 
of the forest, he said, ‘‘We are trying to let 
these taxpayers come to this facility and 
use it in the wintertime.” 

Stoddard said there are 15 miles of trails 
in the 3,000-acre state forest, and under 
Johnstone’s proposal, four miles of trails 
near the Bradford and Salem ponds would 
be closed to all but paying skiers from mid- 
December to mid-March. 

In addition, the state would close off 
Harold Parker Road at Route 114 and at 
Middleton Road; and close off Berry Pond 
Road at Middleton Road and Haverhill 
Street. The state had originally planned to 
close off Middleton Road in North Andover 
as well, but abandoned that idea after meet- 
ings with abutters, Steddard indicated. 

The supervisor said those roads ‘‘could be 
better used for recreation’’ if they were left 
unplowed and closed to traffic. ‘‘There is 
precious little enough property (available 
for recreation in the forest) now,’’ he said, 
‘and to let automobiles ir.to every inch of it 
is something we’re trying to move away 
from.” 

But resident Whitman Haselton said that 
closing those roads would hinder police and 
fire access to area homes. And Monday 
night, the Board of Selectmen voted unani- 
mously to oppose the closing of those roads 
aS a ‘menace to the public safety.’ 

State Senator Robert Buell spoke against 
the plan Tuesday night, saying he did not 
‘see any need”’ for blocking off the roads. 
The facility would also ‘‘interfere with rid- 
ers and hunters,’’ Buell said, suggesting 
that it could be moved to another part of the 
forest. 

“I question the way this is being done,”’ 
the senator said. ‘‘I hope you'll listen to 
these people and make these changes.”’

Sports Equipment, Supplies 
May Drop From Budget 


School budget time may see the elimina- 
tion of some athletic equipment and sup- 
plies, warns a letter from Athletic Director 
Richard Swift. 

Discussion of Swift’s letter this week was 
put off by the school committee until its 
next meeting, when it is expected the ath- 
letic director will appear to answer ques- 
tions. 

But before schoolmen finished Tuesday 
night’s session, Susan Poore noted she 
wanted to see an analysis of last year’s 
sports budget and user fees to complement 
upcoming discussion of the matter. 

Assistant Superintendent Charles Mitsa- 
kos pointed out that committeemen had 
already received the athletic cost figures 


when they approved the current budget. 

But Poore said she wanted an analysis of 
the various sports and their costs, explain- 
ing that some sports are more inexpensive 
than others and some require a greater 
student expenditure than others. 

Swift’s letter states, “In the past, I have 
attempted to meet the needs of all the 75 
teams without success. Uniform products 
change style, materials change, and stu- 
dents and coaches demand upgraded uni- 
forms. In some sports, such as football and 
basketball, I have been able to buy a per- 
centage of replacement uniforms due to the 
fact that the uniforms have remained the 
same. 

‘‘As this is the second year of a drastical- 


ly reduced budget, the items of the lowest 
priority are going to become scarce or 
eliminated.” 

Swift lists the following priorities for the 
purchasing of equipment and materials: 

1. Safety equipment, which includes all 
protective equipment for each sport, such 
as pads and helmets for football and hock- 
ey, batting helmets, face masks, chest and 
leg protectors for baseball and softball, etc. 

2. Medical supplies, which includes first 
aid equipment such as tape, kits, Band 
Aids, wraps, antiseptic, cold packs, scis- 
sors, crutches, etc. 

3. Playing equipment, which includes 
balls, bats, tees, scorebooks, sticks, game 
clocks, game horns, etc. 


4. Uniforms, which includes essential 
items necessary to play the game, such as 
game jerseys with numbers and lettering in 
most sports and shorts or pants to complete 
the uniform. 

5. Personal items required to play sports, 
such as mouthpieces in football, hockey and 
field hockey. 


6. ‘‘There are also non-essential items 
that due to the fact they are not usuable 
following a season are generally kept by the 
students. Girls swimming uniforms, socks 
for many sports, shoes for football, field 
hockey, etc., are examples of non-essential 
personal items that had been purchased in 
the past.”

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Warriors Drop Heartbreaker

A tenacious and inspired second half per- 
formance by the Andover High football

Hamburger, up 63%. 
Fresh milk, up 53%. Gas 
and electricity, up 70%. 
Postal service, up 75%. 
Toothpaste, up 31%. 
Physicians’ fees, up 
69%. And men’s hair- 
cuts, up 53%.
